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1* The first class of what is now called the Junior Officer 
Training Program began to assemble at Headquarters on 5 July 1951* 
Since that time 227 individuals have entered on duty in the Program. 
In the breakdown of the disposition of these people which follows, 
the term ‘’regular’ 1 refers to individuals not included in the OCS 
section of the Program: 


a. Transferred to T/O of other offices (17 woman) 73 

b. On duty as ’’regular” JOT’S (1* women) 63 

c. Loaned to FE bub to be returned to JOTP 1 

d. OCS military personnel at Headquarters 26 

e. OCS personnel before return to Headquarters 19 

f . Losses while in JOTP for all reasons (U women) h$

2. A total of ninety-seven (97) men had entered the OCS Program. 

In addition to these there were twenty-four (21+) draft-eligible men 
employed by other offices of the Agency who were processed for the OCS 
Program by OTR but were not recruited for or included in the JOT Program. 

3. Twenty-five women (25) had entered the Program, of whom twelve 
(12) were still employed.
